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Figures Go Round And Round

Number Of 


Unknowns 


To paraphrase a once popular tune, 


the figures go round and round and the 
state budget comes out here. But where? 
Outside of the members of the 
Budget 


Committee 
of the 
Legislature, no one 


knows too well at this date just what kind 
of stale budget is recommended by t n e 
committee for the five divisions of govern- 
ment now reported on. These five divisions 
represent about 80 percent of total state 
government so they will be the bellwethers. 


To begin 
with, much depends upon 


your individual economic point of view and 


.. 
>our own political and 
governmental philoso- 
phy. Given full knowl- 
edge and understand- 
ing of every 
budget 


detail, no two people would agree entirely 
on what should or should not be in that 
budget. Secondly, there are 
many un- 


knowns yet. such as the amount of unex- 
pended balances that will remain at the 
end of the year, the valuation of property 
for the new biennium, the total budgets of 
the other 20 percent of state government 
agencies, the size of capital expenditures 
programs (expected to be known by the 
time this appears in print), legislative ac- 
tion on pending new state income pro- 
grams, etc. 


Additionally, no one outside the com- 


mittee yet knows the budget detail. This 
means you have total figures only, not a 
breakdown in terms of programs. The re- 
sult is that you do not know yet what the 
state agencies can do in comparison to 
what they would like to do. 


From this, it should be obvious that an 


intelligent analysis of the budget at this 
point simply cannot be rendered. One can 
only speculate at the moment as to what 
the trend seems to be. If the budget had to 
be rated today as between excellent, fair 
and bad, we would pick the fair classifica- 
tion. 


* 
Some have already said that the over- 


all 19 percent increase in spending as rec- 
ommended by the committee for the five 
divisions is too high. Considered alone, that 
is not too bad an increase. However, it 
must be tempered by other considerations. 
There is, for instance, the fact that the gen- 
eral fund would go up only a little less than 
16 percent under committee recommenda- 
tions. This is the fund 
involving direct 


taxes against the people. But the total in- 
crease in ''other funds" would be 23 per- 
cent. This represents cash receipts of the 
various departments and federal aid. 


And federal aid increases will make up 


the bulk of the total "other funds" in- 


crease, at least equalling in dollar amount 
the approximate $14.3 million hike in the 
general fund. Thus. «*• arc raising our own 
fund b> no more than we are receiving in 
extra federal aid. Putting it another wa>. 
the federal go\ eminent is absorbing as 
much of the cost of increased state spend- 
ing as \ebraskans are absorbing them- 
selves. In this light, we don'l exactl> look 
like big spenders. But again, don't jump to 
conclusions. The federal and state increase 
ratio will change more in favor of the state 
when the 
capital 
expenditures 
program 


mentioned earlier is known as this should 
in\ol\e more state than federal spending.

ment requests as compared to committees 
recommendations. 
The committee l o o k s 


fairly kind when you consider that it gave 
all departments $30.649.012 more than the 
last biennial appropriation. But looking at 
it another way. the committee looks pretty 
hard when it gave departments S18.758.510 
less than the> requested. 


These are 
all of the considerations 


there are to date on the budget. In total. 


they would seem 
to 


indicate that the com- 
mittee was not exces- 
sive in any regard. 
They would seem to 


indicate that the committee went in for no 
hardtack nor did it go much beyond main- 
taining the current level of government 
service. The most serious question might 
well be on the University of Nebraska. Its 
16.34 percent committee hike over the last 
biennium is better than the 9.93 percent 
given institutions but the university is a 
high priority consideration. 
There is no 


state agency more important to all of us 
than the university and the cuts in that 
budget will hurt the most. 


State senators will ne\er gain the un- 


derstanding of the budget held by the com- 
mittee but it is hoped they approach the 
subject judiciously. It is hoped the com- 
mittee recommendations are not changed 
in either direction without consideration of 
program needs as opposed to arbitrary 
philosophic and economic generalities.

Then 
he had the concrete man turn it into a 
60 foot cliff complete with mountain climb- 
ing problems and plenty of places to slip 
and fall. 


It was an instant success. His store 


was crowded 
with people buying equip- 


menj. And he charged them each 40 cents 
an hour to learn climbing on his store 
front. He got cash in advance. That's 
important.

not thinking hard enough. 


Genius Disregards Race 


Marian Anderson has sung her fare- 


well concert in Carnegie Hall and music- 
minded America was deeply impressed. 
She is truly one of the all-time vocal great 
ones. Her recorded voice will be an unal- 
loyed pleasure for generations and gen- 
erations. 


And, of course, her career is not over. 


As the impressario Sol Hurok commented, 
"She cannot retire." 


We believe that is a true statement. 


She may retreat from the burdens of be- 
ing in grand opera. And she may live 
in greater ease, without the trying discip- 
lines that are required to keep a top op- 
eratic star at the top. But she will con- 
tinue to sing as long as age permits her 
to have a good voice. It is to be hoped that 
that will be a long, long while. 


Marian Anderson belongs to the black 


race. She was the first such to win highest 


operatic recognition. She broke a color bar- 
rier. And in that respect she was a valu- 
able servant to her race. But she also 
was no average person. Who could be with 
a voice like hers? 


Her case does not apply to the average 


person of her race. It does not apply any 
more than to say that the late Albert Ein- 
stein was typical of the Jewish people. 
But her case does prove again that no sin- 
gle race, whatever its color, holds a mo- 
nopoly on the wanted characteristics. The 
human error is to believe otherwise and to 
take steps to see that the world is denied 
the full services of any number of peo- 
ple because they were born on the wrong 
side of the track.

For more than two years 


now I have been reading 
ne\\s stones finding f a u l t 
with Nebraska's agriculture 
Director Pearle Finigan and 
his department on the sub- 
ject of agricultural research. 
But so far I haven't read 
anything that contained any 
substantial e v i d e n c e of 
\\rong-doing. 


I don't know .Mr. Finigan 


any better than does t h e 
average ciitzen. He is a pub- 
lic figure. I am not. Several 
times I have been at meet- 
ings where he was. He may 
be in league with Satan but 
I have never seen any evi- 
dence of it. He appears to 
me to be a quiet, dutiful fel- 
low. 


This makes me wonder if 


the criticism levelled against 
him does not conceal an an- 
tagonism for the program he 
has been called on to carry 
out. 


If I am not mistaken, the 


agricultural research 
p r o- 


gram was conceived by the 
State Legislature, outlined in 
a statue and placed in Fi- 
nigan's department with or- 
ders to carry it out. As I 
understand it, this program 
was a departure 
from the 


usual form of agricultural re- 
search. The usual form is to 
develop new techniques or 
better seed or better live- 
stock strains to help t h e 
farm produce more. It is also 
to 
discover 
new 
products 


which industry can manufac- 
ture to sell profitably to the 
farmer. 
But the .Nebraska 


plan was to attract industry 
to Nebraska for now uses of 
present farm production. The 
burden 
for such creativity 


was laid on the shoulders of 
the agriculture department 
with the understanding that 
what useful findings might 
ensue would be patented and 
held for Nebraska with roy- 
alties going into the Nebras- 
ka till. 


Whether the program has 


been as gainful as its spon- 
sors hoped is and always will 
be an open question. It has 
had some results. But no 
field of research is calcula- 
ble, nor can it be measured 
in dollars and cents to the 
researcher. 


For those reasons I find it 


hard to understand why all 
this complaint against a fel- 
low and a department that 


never initiated the program, 
but are only under orders to 
carry it out. 


If you send a man out to 


find and capture an eagle on 
a dark night, it is not his 
fault if there is no e a g l e 
around and he comes home 
only with a couple of pigeons. 


And a^ain maybe we are 


not prepared to take t h e 
chances and spend the ef- 
fort to get us what we want 
—growth and diversification.

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Figures Go Round And Round

To paraphrase a once popular tune, 
the figures go round and round 
and 
the 
state budget comes out here. But where? 
Outside of the 
mem bers 
of the 
Budget 
Committee 
of 
the 
Legislature, 
no 
one 
knows too well at this date just what kind 
of state budget is recommended by t h e 
committee for the fiv e div isions of gov ern­ 
ment now reported on. These fiv e div isions 
represent about 80 percent of total 
slate 
gov ernment so they will be the bellwethers. 
To begin 
with, 
much 
depends 
upon 
your indiv idual economic point of v iew and 
__________________ 
your own political and 
gov ernmental philoso­ 
phy. Giv en full knowl­ 
edge and understand­ 
ing of 
ev ery 
budget 
detail, no two people would agree entirely 
on what should or should not be in 
that 
budget. 
Secondly, 
there 
are 
many 
un­ 
knowns yet. such as the amount of unex­ 
pended balances that will remain 
at the 
end of the year, the v aluation of property 
for the new biennium, the total budgets of 
the other 20 percent of state gov ernment 
agencies, the size of capital expenditures 
program s (expected to be known by 
the 
time this appears in print), legislativ e ac­ 
tion on pending new state 
income 
pro­ 
gram s, etc. 
.Additionally, no one outside the com­ 
mittee yet knows the budget detail. This 
m eans you hav e total figures only, not a 
breakdown in term s of programs. The re­ 
sult is that you do not know yet what the 
state agencies can do in comparison to 
w hat they would like to do. 
F rom this, it should be obv ious that an 
intelligent analysis of the budget 
at 
this 
point simply cannot be rendered. One can 
only speculate at the moment as to what 
the trend seems to be. If the budget had to 
be rated today as between excellent, fair 
and bad, we would pick the fair classifica- 


crease. at least equalling in dollar amount 
the approximate S14.3 million hike in the 
general fund. Thus, we are raising our ow n 
fund by no more than we are receiv ing in 
extra B'deral aid. Putting it another way. 
the federal gov ernment is ab.sorbing as 
much of the cost of increased state spend­ 
ing as Nebraskans are absorbing them ­ 
selv es.

Some hav e already said that the ov er­ 
all 19 percent increase in spending as rec­ 
ommended by the committee for the fiv e 
div isions is too high.

The committee l o o k s

She is truly one of the all-time v ocal great 
ones. Her recorded v oice will be an unal­ 
loyed pleasure for generations and gen­ 
erations. 
And, of course, her career is not ov er. 
As the impressario Sol Hurok commented, 
“ She cannot retire.” 
We believ e that is a true statement. 
She m ay retreat from the burdens of be­ 
ing in grand opera. And she may liv e 
in greater ease, without the trying discip­ 
lines that are required to keep a top op­ 
eratic star at the top. But she will con­ 
tinue to sing as long as age permits her 
to hav e a good v oice. It is to be hoped that 
that will be a long, long while. 
M arian Anderson belongs to the black 
race.
